It is equally clear, 


however, that -many undesirable 
places have gone into this type of 
catering and to make the matter 
worse "Gyp" outfits encourage such 
places by spiling them signs and pic- 
turing lots of easy money. 
Don't Meet Health JtcquitrmentA. 


"In too many 
instances," 
said 


Thomas P. Henry, President of the 
A. A. A., "these boarding houses do 
not come up to the 
minimum re- 


quirements of the state health de- 
partments either as regards sanita- 
tion or food and water." The A. A. 
A. statement continued: 


"At the moment, there is no regu- 


lation or • supervision whatever of 
these establishments. 
The number 


of complaints forthcoming indicate 
clearly that in a great many in- 
#tances they are 
not equipped to 


take care adequately of the travel- 
ing public. In many instances the 
conditions do not come anywhere 
near modern sanitary requirements.
